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Mayor's salary 

$11,000 






On Monday, Dec. 22, at the Antioch Village 
Board's committee meeting, Trustee Don 
Amundsen recommended to the board the 
passage of an ordinance establishing the 
mayor's salary at $11,000 per year effective 
after April's election. ' 

A poll of the board members showed 
unanimous agreement with' the proposal, 
which is expected to be. passed at the regular 
board meeting. 

Besides the $11,000 salary the mayor will 
continue to receive a $200 a month expense 
account and since the mayor is also liquor 
commissioner, he will receive $1,000 per year 
for that job, making the village's actual 
financial output for the mayor, $14,400 per 
year. 

In the same proposal Amundsen recom- 
mended the salary payment of $2,000 per 
year to the trustees and to the village clerk. 

Village trustees have a $50 per month ex- 



pense account to be used"Tor~"expenses~in= 
curred in connection with village business. 



Mayor Michael Haley presently receives a 
$2,000 a year salary plus the $1,000 per year 
as- liquor commissioner, plus the $200 per 
month expenses account, making the mayors 
total intake at this dale $5,400. 

So if the ordinance proposed by Amundsen 
is passed at the next board meeting' it will 
mean a total increase of $9,000 for the mayor 
of. Antioch after the next election. 

This ordinance also nullifies all other or- 
dinances pertaining to municipal officials' 
salaries including the one passed two years 
ago raising the mayor's salary to $4,000, ef- 
fective May, 1981. 

Amundsen explained his action by saying " 
that the job of mayor entailed a minimum of 
2(Htiours a week and often 30 or more and he 
felt the $11,000 to be a fair salary for the 
amount nfwnrkentailpri. J ' — ^v 

Melody Fahrner, leader of group that was 
-in opposition to ihe full*time-mayor-at$28jQ00_ 
per year, asked if Antioch could still end up 



with a business administrator plus a mayor 
at an $11,000 a year salary. 

Mayors Haley answered that the board 
could hire a business administrator at any 
time just as they would hire any village em- 
ploye that they deemed necessary. 

Amundsen earlier had appointed trustees 
William Seemann and. Edgar Simonsen to 
organize a seven to nine man committee to 
make a study of the duties and respon- 
sibilities of the mayor. . 

He had given them a list of names of An- 
tioch residents that he felt were neutral in 
their feelings on the full-time mayor, 
business administrator, part-time' mayor 
dispute. 

Fahrner, who had a list of her own, was 
concerned that the candidates for this com- 
mittee be made up of a cross section of the 
community.. - — — — — 

Seemann said that, he would be glad to con- 
-sider-the people on her list.

Amundsen said that he felt that there was 
not enough time for the committee to 
properly do research before making recom- 
mendations on the mayor's position before 
the April election. — , r
